ABUSE OF PRIVILEGES. 


A 


FEW days ago The Journal referred to the re- 


port of the Postmaster General in relation to 


the abuse of privileges in the second-class matter in 
the mail service. 
It was hardly to be expected that 


some of the drastic rulings would stand without a 
protest and struggle in Congress to secure a modifi- 
cation of the law, making it more liberal. Senator 
Mason, who is chairman ot the Senate committee 
having supervision of postal matters, says: 


"Personally, I am for a broad liberal use of the 


mails for second-class matter or any legitimate read- 
ing matter. Of course, if it is unfi: for publication 
and circulation it ought to be kept out of the mails 
and not be permitted to be carried at any price, but 
in my opinion the cheap distribution of reading 
matter and the free distribution of the country pa- 
pers by the government has done more for the ben- 
efit of education and general information than most 
anything else under the care and protection of the 
government. The disposition of some to complain 
of the shortage or deficiency is absurd. 
Our total 


appropriation is in the neighborhood of $130,000,000 
for all postal service, and the service itself brings 
about $2,000,000 back to the government of its total 
cost. 
When you consider that the government car- 


ries its own mail, including the franking privilege 
of Congress, you will realize that the government is 
receiving an absolute profit today from its postoffice 
department, and that the deficiency is largely over- 
come by the government's use of its own mails." 


All that the Postmaster General says in regard 


to the abuse of the mail privilege is probably true, 
yet the fact remains, that the public documents 
sent out from Washington continually, and espec- 
ially during the political campaigns, and perhaps 
more especially during the 
"weighing" season, 


amounting to hundreds of thousands of tons, are 
the principal things that makes the postal depart 
rnent show a deficit every year. 
During the weigh 


ing season when the "average" is struck for the 
year, thousands upon thousands of tons of obsolete 
and useless trash in the shape of twenty-year-old 
patent office reports, etc , are sent through the mails 
by congressmen in the interest of the railroad com- 
panies that transport the mails. Nevada has time 
and again at such periods been flooded with such 
truck by Stewart and other corporation attorneys 
in both houses of congress. 
It is a matter that de- 


mands attention and a stop put to the abuse. Con- 
gress has always been liberal in regard lo second- 
class mail matter, too liberal in fact, and efforts to 
have the law changed have always failed. 
The 


Postmaster General is now acting under the pres< 
ent law, but he is allowed so much latitude as to 
make him practically a censor of the press. If Con- 
gress would strictly and closely define second-class 
mail matter, and put a stop to the abuses %ve have 
mentioned, it would be much better.
